States, which will be known as the Lib- 
.'eral party? "We believe that the dissatis- 


I faction with both the Republican 
and 


'Democratic parties is at last becoming 
fundamental. 
The people are not only 


I losing confidence in their leadership and 


' management, but they are asking them- 


; selves whether as organizations reflecting 
'and expressing the trend of American 
•thought they are not becoming obsolete 
and losing their usefulness of living. 


We think there is a great deal of 


'opinion throughout the country that a 
new party should be formed, made up of 
the progressive elements of both the 
Democratic and Republican parties. Take 
for instance, the situation in Wisconsin, 
where the Republican party has entirely 
disappeared and where the Democratic 
party was not able to poll a sufficient num- 
ber of votes to get its candidates on the 
ticket. It is plain that the people of this 
state have lost confidence in the so-called 
regular organization of Republicans as 
well as of the Democrats.,That is the rea- 
son why under the masterful leadership 
of La Follette, Wisconsin gives the ap- 
pearance of having gone over to radical- 
ism of the red sort. 


The way to combat radicalism that

! however, in power and they can only be 
placed there, it would appear, through

tunity for a party of this kind and for 
men who will direct it intelligently and 
loyally. 


There is talk of making Senator Borah 


the leader of such a party. Mr. Borah is 
one of the paradoxes in present day poli- 
tics—-the old-fashioned, ultra-conserva- 
tive defender of the constitution, and yet 
highly liberal in his policies.

as radical.

party. Whether it is Mr. Borah or some- 
one else, the great need of the country, 
it seems to us, is the leadership of a con- 
stitutional progressive, who «an rally the 
liberal thought of the country in support 
of a truly liberal program strictly within 
Ihe constitutioDL., 


TRANSPORTATION AND THE 


MOTOR BUS 


That the motor bus has a proper pla<hj 


in our transportation system has come to 
be generally recognized. 
The question is 


how to utilize it to'best advantage. 
The 


motor bus came into being as a jitney, op- 
erated by individuals without any par- 
ticular system and very little responsi- 
bility. In the main it is still operated in 
this respect, but eventually it will be nec- 
essary, as it is logical, to systematize mo- 
tor bus transportation and to make it a de- 
pendent, responsible medium. 


AVe quite agree with the idea advanced 


that the operation of busses in passenger 
traffic should be undertaken by electric 
railway managements as an adjunct to 
their regular service rather than by oth- 
ers as a competitive agency. 
Conducted 


by electric railways, busses would supply 
regular and reliable service. 
The foun- 


dation is laid for their operation in the 
most economical manner and to render 
the greatest public service at the lowest 
cost- 


There can be no doubt, we think, that 


in mass transportation, 
that is. where 


great numbers of people are handled reg- 
ularly and constantly, ft can be best and 
most ch-eaply done by electric cars. 
On 


the other hand, where traffic is light and 
irregular, the bus is often more econom- 
ical. The two ought to be correlated to 
give the public the benefit of the low<?st 
transportation cost and the most efficient, 
and economical operation. 


In Chicago this principle is being wise- 


ly taken account, of by the established 
agencies 
of transportation. 
The 
ele- 


vated railways are inaugurating bus ser- 
vice to reach into territories which na- 
turally feed their system. Busses are to 
be run in these outlying districts to ele- 
vated stations a.nd will carry passengers 
for the L roads free of charge. The same 
idea is applicable in other cities and to 
other similar conditions. There is hardly 
a jitney service in the country that would 
not be operated to better advantage as 
an adjunct of an already established 
transportation system. 
This is true of 


street railways 
systems 
particularly, 


where the established lines can handle 
the denser traffic and jitneys can serve 
as feeders and auxiliaries. 


Eventually, it seems to us, the problem 


of efficient and cheap transportation will 
bp met by a union between motor^us and 
electric transportation. 
There are many 


reasons why they can be operated togeth- 
er with better results than as rivals and 
antagonistic mediums. 
Useless duplica- 


tion of public service always means high- 
er cost to the public. 
The tendency 


should be to eliminate rather than in- 
cr^ase it. 
The development of our trans- 


portation should be orderly and scientific. 


TEACHING SAVINGS IN THE 


SCHOOLS 


Most satisfactory success has attended 


the campaign of the American Bankers' 
association in teaching the coming gpn- 
eration the practical value and necessity 
of saving. 
It is quite proper that the 


principle of capital 
should be demon- 


strated in connection with education, as 
it is by morals, brains and money that 
humanity must advance in character, in- 
telligence and prosperity. 


In the past fiscal year $5,500,000 


was saved by school children. The num- 
ber of depositors increased to 1.271,029 
from 802.906 in the preceding year, and 
the number of schools actively interested 
from 3.316 to 4,582. 


Saving money should be taught in 


every school by inducing children to open 
savings accounts and deposit their money 
at interest. 
One of our most serious na- 


tional faults is extravagance. 
Children 


should be instructed in the meaning of 
capital. They should be taught that capi- 
tal is independence, and that the right 
way 
to 
accumulate capital is to save 


money.

A TALK OX LIMB 


In. recent wor!: on the chemistry of food and nu- 


trition. Professor H. C. Sherman, of Columbia uni 
verslty. gives it as his opinion that the ordinary 
mixed diet of our citizens, at least of dwellers in 
cities, is probably more often deficient in calcium 
than in any other chemical elements. 


Calcium (lime) constitutes 2 per cent of the body 


weight, so a man weighing 150 pounds has or 
should have 3 pounds of lime in his chemical con- 
stitution. 
This lime is contained largely in the 


bones, which includes 99 per cent of it. 


Man elminates a certain amount of lime from 


his system in one way and another each day, and 
in order to maintain a normal reserve of the ele 
ment in the body he must ingest a certain minimum 
quantity of lime in one form or another. 
The 


amount of lime required per diem to maintain this 
reserve is estimated by good authority as about 
15 grains. That amount by good authority as about 
1% pints of milk. Many other foods contain lime, 
but not in such ample quantities as milk. 
For 


instance the cereals, the roots and tubers, and var- 
ious meats are rather poor in lime, and these are 
the foods on which American people, especially in 
towns, chiefly rely. 


An expectant mother, as well as a nursing moth- 


er, must consume at least a quart of milk daily 
if she means to keep herself and her baby in the 
best of health, for there is a considerable demand 
on her lime reserve for the development of the 
baby's bones and later for the secretion of milk, 
which is rich in lime. 


A pint of milk contains as much lime as seven 


oranges, three egg yelks, two ounces of cheese, 
seven ounces of beans. 10 ounces of carrots, five 
ounces of oatmeal, or two ounces of peanuts. 


Some competent students of the question advo- 


cate the addition of lime carbonate to the salt in 
the salt cellar for the table and for cooking. Equal 
parts of powdered calcium ca/bonate and salt might 
well be used in this way in households in which 
fresh milk is not freely supplied for every person. 


The physiologist Loeb has shown that calcium 


of lime diminishes nervous irritability, and clinically 
we believe lime salts produce a sedative effect in 
many health disturbances due to hyperthyroidism. 
which condition overstimulates metabolism or the 
output of energy. Much milk, then, is good for 
nervous people. Well, much milk is good for us all. 
I prefer mine skimmed—I mean I am doomed to 
take it that way. not to grow any fatter. But all 
except fat people should take not less than a quart 
of fresh milk every day for health's sake. This 
custom harmonizes with every good teaching from 
Metchnikoff down. 


Pure fresh milk is the best food and medicine 


thus far discovered for man and especially for his 
young.
